Passage of Kidney Stone 
Dependent on Its Size 


By WAYNE 6. 6RANDSTADT, M.D. 


When kidney stones cannot 


be prevented 
one of three 


things may happen: (1) tiny 
stones may be passed in the 
urine as urinary gravel; (2) 
stones 
that are about the 


same caliber as the ureter 
pass down that tube with 
great difficulty and cause the 
intense pain known as renal 
or ureteral colic; or (3) one 
or more stones become so 
large in the kidney pelvis that 
they cannot pass. 


Urinary 
gravel u s u a l l y 


causes no trouble. If renal 
colic occurs, passage of the 
stone can sometimes be eased 
by injecting oil into the ureter 
from below through a ureteral 
catheter. If a large stone is 
present in the kidney pelvis, 
the decision whether to re- 
move it surgically or leave it 
alone would depend on wheth- 
er there is any evidence that 


the stone is causing bleeding, 
interfering with kidney func- 
tion or causing great pain and 
bouts of acute pyelonephritis. 


Q—I have been taking psyl- 


lium seeds daily as a mild 
laxative. Could they lodge in 
my kidneys and form kidney 
stones? 


A—Since there is no direct
